Statement of; Ofc. Steven Deutscher 


I, Officer Steven Deutscher #39, am making this statement in regards to my actions on 
March 24, 2017 between 1030 hours and 1100 hours. To the best of my recollection, at 
around 1030 hours I received a text message from Lou Orlando asking for a coffee while 
I was in the station. I did not respond back. I proceeded to my vehicle, and at 
approximately 1043 hours I was driving through the rear parking lot of the village hall, 
located at 4000 N Olcott, heading Wes t. While driv ing through the lot, I observed a 
parent of a student from Ridgewood, who stopped me. I stopped and we 

had a conversation for a few minutes. I then proceeded to exit the parking lot onto 
Oleander. I proceeded to drive and made a stop at Dunkin Donuts located at 
Ozanam/Lawrence. While there I received another text message from Lou Orlando 
asking to also get him a tea. I did not respond back. I got the coffee and tea, and 
proceeded to head back towards the station. As I was approaching the rear lot of the 
village hall at approximately 1059 hours, I was dispatched to take a parking complaint at 
Irving Park/Olcott. I proceeded to pull into the lot and look around for Lou Orlando. I 
heard him call out and observed him and a female coming towards my vehicle from in 
between cars. I stopped, exited my vehicle and handed them the tray of coffee and tea. I 
spoke briefly to them, and then advised that I had a parking complaint on the other side of 
the building. I proceeded to my vehicle and drove to the front of the village hall for the 
parking complaint.
